INTERVIEWER MAKES A CORRECTION. 


Question Being Thoroughly Discussed 


With the Leading Members of Con- 
gress—Secretary Long on the Needs 
of the Navy—Other Xeirs of the 
National Capital. 
Chicago, Xov. 16.—D. C. Hayes, of 


New York, who is in Chicago, said -in 
an interview that the -published re- 
ports of his remarks in St. Paul about 
President Roosevelt's views oil tariff 
legislation were incorrect "Of course 
I did not say that the president gave 
the positive assurance that ce waul 
make no reference to tariff revision, 
said Mr. Haynes. "I called upon Pres 
ident Roosevelt some four weeks ago 
to ask him to make some referenc 
in his message, if possible, a recom 
mendation for a permanent tariff com 
mission. The president stated that h 
could not include this subject in hi 
message without discussing it wit 
the leading members of congress 
'But.' he continued, 'I am in sympath 
with any movement tending to put th 
revision of the tariff on a more scien 
tine basis.'"

Secretary Long's Recommendations. 
Washington, Nov. 16.—The keynot 


of the annual report of Secretary Long 
for 1901 is "increase"—an increase in 
both the number of ships and the 
number of officers and sailors for the 
navy. "The navy today," he says, "is 
a far greater factor in our relation 
with the world than it was before the 
recent national expansion, which now 
includes Porto Rico, the Hawaiian 
Islands, the vast area of land and sea 
in the Philippines and our obligations 
to Cuba. If we are to have a navy at 
all it must be commensurate with 
these great extensions—greater in in 
ternational than in territorial impor 
tance." 


To Ambitious Army M«n. 


' Washington, Nov. 16. — It was 
nounced at the war department that 
the names of the officers to fill the 
vacancies in the grade of brigadier 
general will not be announced until 
congress meets, as it is not deemed 
desirable to make ad interim appoint- 
ments. The secretary of war and the 
president have had informal discus- 
sions on army matters on several oc- 
casions, and it is understood that the 
president has expressed himself most 
positively on the use of the political 
and social influence by officers for the 
nurpose of obtaining changes of sta- 
tions, leaves of absence, modifications 
of orders, etc.
